“Political Fever’ Gives 
Candidates Early Start - 


“Political Fever” is quite extensive here. 


Five persons are candidates for county super- 
visor — yet the election will not be held until next June. 
Usually, six months in advance is the maximum period 
for candidates but not so this year, locally and else- 
where. The special election in this county for state 
senator will be Nov. 26 and perhaps the campaign- 
ing for this post has set the pattern for early announce- 
ment from other candidates for the supervisors position. 


When Supervisor Dan Mikesell said he would not 
be a candidate for re-election, persons interested in 
serving their district in the courthouse made their own 
definite plans. John Ingalls and Chas. E. Smith of Alta 
Loma and Richard G. Manley, Upland’s former city 
manager, are now announced candidates. Others are 
Archie L. Perkins, San Bernardino and David H. Hard- 
wicke, Rialto. Very likely there will be more aspirants 
and it could be that Mr. Mikesell will “change his 
mind.” 


One of the reasons for the early “political fever” is 
the special election for state senator. Four fairly strong 
candidates are in the race. From Upland is Former 
Mayor Eugene G. Nisbet and from Ontario is Stanford 
C. Shaw. These two are Democrats and two Republi- 
cans from San Bernardino are candidates — Raymond 
Gregory, San Bernardino city mayor and Fred Wilson, 
veteran attorney. 


Top man in the four-candidate race will win, 
irrespective of party. At this juncture and from here, it 
looks like a fairly even contest. The two Democrats will 
find their support is divided. Mr. Nisbet is the present 
assemblyman and would perhaps find victory fairly 
sure if it were not for Mr. Shaw’s popularity. Likewise, 
Mr. Shaw would be favored if his fellow-Democrat 
were out of the running. But the current leaders in the 
Democratic party would not have it otherwise, appar- 
ently, thus the two men are “out to kill themselves 
politically.”

The makers of medicine 
aren’t about to decapitate the 
goose which provides the gold- 
en egg. They might even be 
responsible for some of these 
imports. Every new cold virus 
requires several thousand new 
remedies. 

They aren’t going to do

For some real breezy writ- 
ing, varied and wondrous 
events and startling disclos- 
ures we've never seen the 
like! 

It is not a recent paper, but 
we presume Liberia is Liberia 
and some of the same -things 
are continuing to happen there. 

For instance there is, on 
page 1, in the lead spot, the 
story of an alleged murderess 
being lodged in jail, after ad- 
mitting she killed her two 
brothers. Apparently she con- 
fessed because she was being 
tormented by stonings ans 
beatings by an .invisible ag- 
ent. 

The paper gones on, ‘‘At the 
investigations which will re- 
sume Friday, the doctorman, 
who it is alleged did the dirty 
work on Louise’s second victim 
is expected to testify. 

‘James Moore, one time 
common-law husband of Lou- 
ise, testified earlier that he 
accompanied her to the doc- 
torman and watched him per- 
form the rites to kill.” 


In connection with the mur- 
der of a two year old child 
the paper reported that 36 
men were arrested on sus- 
picion, but native ordeal (Sas- 
*sawood) revealed later that 
only nine were implicated. We 
suppose that Sassawood isn’t 
so different that the old tried 
and true, but now discarded 
European method of trial by 
fire.

It is a pretty frank book 
on other counts, but for the 
political revelations it should 
be read and Americans should 
take a second look at the mon- 
ey that is spent winning friends 
overseas and take some prac- 
tical means of finding out just 
how the people on this conti- 
nent came to be so misunder- 
stood! 

It’s apparent that our way 
of life is &s impossible of un- 
derstanding by the people of 
Europe as is the life in Mon- 
rovia, Liberia, by me.

Although he said he is a 
firm advocate of the closed 
shop in industries where it is 
needed to protect the worker, 
Nesbit pledged his support 
as a legislator to draft laws 
that labor leaders request to 
“guarantee democratic proces- 
ses.” 

“For example, more wide- 
spread use of the secret bal- 
lot,” Nisbet added, ‘has been 
suggested by responsible un- 
ion officers. But it is essentially 
a matter of unions cleaning 
their own houses, where need- 
ed. We in government should 
help people to help them: 
selves.”’ 

Nisbet said his own voting 
record on labor legislation was 
made without following a guide 
list provided by unions. 

“If I have a good labor re- 
cord, it’s because I vote the 
way I believe, he maintained. 

A compilation by the state 
AFL-CIO this year listed Nis- 
bet as having the second best 
record among the state’s 80 
assemblymen on 21 bills of 
major labor interest.
